The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach to perform ion implantation by measuring the angle of non-parallelism of the ion beam and 
then performing a first implant with the workpiece tilted at an angle equal to or greater in 
magnitude than the measured angle of non-parallelism followed by a second implant with the 
workpiece tilted at an angle of opposite sign and of magnitude also equal to or greater than the 
measured angle of non-parallelism. Nor does the prior art disclose the apparatus to practice this 
process.
